Tba Britiah appareotly met little oppoaiUon ia the Halfaya 
Paafr&}Uuin re^, daepite lu atroag natural defenaee. A 
BrltUb armored ooluma oavaloped ibtte podtiona from the 
eoutb, and preolpiuted a rapid Ajda withdrawal, primarily 
aloog the ooaatal road. Tobruk waa entered by British land 
forte* November 18j and by the Britiah Navy on November 
16, Many bitallatki&a ware found b good order. Quick 
ocoupatMn of abandoned landing grounda haa enabled ^ed 
air foroea to maifitain heavy attacks on the retreating Ads 
columiii. On Novembar 16 tlie Britiah occupied Dema, on 
the ooast, and Mekili, on the inland road aoro« Cyrenaiea. 
theae polnte they are now puehisg on toward Becghasi. 

Tbe enemy ie eetlmated to have about 27,000 oombat 
troops, 9,000 of whom are Qermane—the reunants of the 
Afrika Korpe^-together with about 32£ guns and 30 available 
tanke. There are eome bdleatlona that Rommel wUJ ahortly 
W iMroMad air support, MUitaiy obaervora believe the 
will make ita stand in the Agedabia-EI Agdb r^on, 
intb a Bucceoion of delaying actions protected on the 
^ the hitherto impsasable sand and nit marshea of the 
Cmt8yneD«wt. Pr«n El Ageila wwt, the Ubyan coastal 
highway eomideted ta 1937 offero the only practical means 
of ^unloatioa, until the TWpoUtaniao road net is reached 

at Bousrat d Soun, over 200 fflilM to the w«t. 
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Oermcn Medlurronean Stratepy 

Military obeerven are undedded on Hitler’s stnt^ with 
r^ard to the Mediterranean, rndioatians are that Rommel 
wtU make a determined stand along the ooaet of the Gulf of 
Syrte, and some reports suggest that the Axis is planning to 
send two dlvideos aeroa to Tunis. Par larger foroea-both 
German and Italian—could bo made available if Berib d^ 
sided on full«)ale reaistanoe b North Africa, but supply 
difloiities would probably limit critically any cueh opara- 
tione. Thoee who believe that Berib muet make an aU<out 
defense of North Afriea-^r adopt the alternative of a drive 
through Spain or Turkey—argue that Hitler can not afford 
to be put on the defensive on all fronts, or let us have use 
of the Mediterranean to accumulate supplim for a future 
offensive against the ’^belly” of Europe. 

Pears pandat that Hitler may uaa fbreos withdrawn from 
the Russian front for a drive through Spab or the Middle 
East, but Oamany has as yet made no overt act indicating 
that it pla&s so to disperee its strength. The slow etart of 
Axis counter measures would eeam to bdieate that reaistaQoe 
b North Afrioa may be intended primarily as a ddaying 
aeUon, to make the Allies pay a subetantial price for their 
gains and give the Axis time to mass its defenses b southern 
Europe. 

Spota TVimi Her SciU 

A moderate reorientation of Spanish policy Is under way, 
^c«ordbg to various reports from Madrid. The Spanish 
Government has issued a decree autborisbg the partial 
mobHUation of army, navy, and air foroea, and notary 
leadsre are reported determined to resist, if Hitler should 
begb to app^ pressure. The Spanish Foreign Minister, 
Jordans, hte bdi^ted to the Portugueee Minister that Bpaio 
will resist any move by Berlin to embroil U b war, and that 
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•hf inModft (0 loewD tiai with tho Ajqi» moving 8p*ln towwd 
rb«i^ aolidimiy 4nd u Altitude of benevolent oeutrality 
towud the United flUUe. Pranoo end the miUtafy, ovB^ 
ridlsi the FeUnge, have given wide puUloUy to evente in 
North Afrl»« aad Jordana hae direeted that the Falangt 
oeaee ite aotivlUee in the Weetera Homlephere. 

Spain wUl probably be eautiouely neutral for boom time 
U ootne, but she apparently feela that the tide haa tuned. 
Although eoree quarten have apparently expreeeed the fear 
that a total Allied triumph would bring a ''Red" r^ine in 
Spain, her people are b general elated over eventa in Afriu. 

NertA African RMlt 

Preaide&t Rooeevelt'e anoounoeciant that the pcUtleal 
aRangement wjtb Admiral Darlan in North A/riea '% oaly 
• tmpcraiy otpedknt, iuatifled eolely by the etreae of bat* 
probably go far to allay the faan of thoee who aaw 
b the Amerioan aotioa an appaaein^ of appeaeera. Ob- 
9emn have generally reoogniied that the move wae a 
realmie method of termioatlng hoetiUUae b Moroooo and 
Algeria prior to the attack on Tunieu. Some aueh ''for* 
mula" for ealviog tie oooeeieoce of conaarvatlve fraDch 
offieen->reluotaat to break their oath to Maiehal Pdlaia— 
waa 10 t^ Gillie tradition, and of prime imporUnoe b a 
recoil where the attitude of eartab oaraerula wu poably 
jRore Bgoiflcaot than pubUe opinion. 

Yet the problem remaice pcditioal ae well aa military. 
CfitiM of the euRisi arracgemeut have beoi quick to point 
out that B permanent aet-up more b Udb with the prwimed 
wiAea of the Preoch people would be a pretequblte for 
eothUBartio popular eupport of an Allied landing on the 
Cooti^t. The amval of the eoUaborationiata Pucheu and 
rlandm in North A/rioa haa further osphaibed the nee«ty 
Of a atom olear-eut political niution.

Da Doulftat RcaOiom 

For eimUar raaeona, the Fighting French origbally adopted 
•n atritude of reeervo. The BraatavilJe radio announced 
that if the Abed action waa boplred by purely military coo* 
ridertiiona "then, however abnonnal and d%>lea<ing thie 
eilUAtion may ba, we ahall abetab, for the time being, fmin 
rabbg objeetbne to it". In reply to General Gimud’e 
appeal for unity ("We have but one enemy, the one who 
ocoupiee our country. . . the National Committee b 
London refuwd to accept "arrengemcoto that would b affeei 
eetahlish a Viohy regime b North Africa." Elabomting thie 
etatament, Andrt Philip, Pightbg French CommiBiOQar for 
the Intorior, deobred; "We and we oaly have the right to 
epeak for Praooe and we know that Prance wants to have 
nothing more to do with the traitors of Bordeaux and Vichy 
who sold their country race and are now trying to sell it 
egab to a higher bidder." It waa "with graUfloatioD" that 
Fighting French eirolee b London leaned of Frebdent 
Booeevelt's anoousoement. 

In North Africa iteelf, a tug-of'War is still going on h etwee o 
Oarlan and Nogub. on the one hand, and Qiraud, on the 
other, according to an obeerver on the spot. Tbe latter ap« 
parently repreeenta the uaofRcial and strongly proAmerican 
group, which leaenta Abed baokbg of men whom it regards 
M' 'trimmers". The legalistic position of Darian and Noguha, 
however, aeems to bave tbe support of tbe important officials.

Thanea 
It haa widened out to take Sadovoya, UnanUevo, and Par»> 
gruiny. 

The oonbarn arm, after ardargisg (ha already exiiUng 
Soviet bridgehead above the Don bend at Berafimovleh, haa 
wheeled aoutheeat to oroea the Don from w«et to aaat below 
tha band and eatabllib another bridgohaad at Kalaob. 
Knlargiag this bridgehead. Red Army unita have driven down 
tba ipur railroed from Kalach to lu Intanaetion with tha 
Don band^Stalliigrad railroad at Krivomuagtiukaya. Tha 
Rusdui have likewiae taken Surovlluoo on the eame railroad 
weet of tha Don. A further oolumn, headed due eoulh from 
Serafimovieh, haa oaplurad the village of Pogodinaky, and the 
towna of Chernyaba^ and Per^aHvaky, North of Stalin' 
grad, Soviet foroea around Akatovka have driven aoutb to the 
relief of partially ieolatad Ruasaan unite, and within Stalingrad 
itaelf the Soviet! have recaptured aaveaal of buiJdinga 
In the northern euburba. 

The ^ncera moveurat has thua out tha only two rallroadi 
whioh the Germane can um aa aupply linee to th^ troopa b 
and around Stalingrad, If tha Rad Army can luocaed b 
inning the two arma of the plnoare, It will have trapped tha 
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Nui unite In StaUngnd and between tha Don and Volga 
Rivera. 

The time for attack ia wall ehoean, With many German 
diviaboa already withdrawing to winter quartan and with 
Axia attontion foouaaad on the Maditarraoaan, the Rutflaoa 
have takeo advantage of tha new freedom of movement 
which thaae avenm, coupled with tha fraaiing of tlm Volga 
River, have given them. Aa b Daoambar, IMl, they have 
oountermttaoked In force at the vary moment when tba 
asamy’i attack had Ragged and tba Naala bad loot tha 
bicialiva. Now the aouthen anchor of tha German winter 
line la threatened. Unlcm the Nasla retaliate aoon, they may 
be obliged to withdraw toward Roatov—thereby imperiling 
their long aaJient toward tha Caueaaua. 

In the Caueaaua itaelf, tha weak haa bean indadalva On 
tha OrdahonikidM front, tha Ruaatana, after announsing a 
amaahing victory over the ISth and 23 rd Panaer DivUoDB, 
and the let Ganiuin and 3 Qd Rumanian Mountain DivUooi, 
have riaimad UtUo further progreea. Around Tuapm, thi 
Naaia have made imall^cale oountarattacka with eoaaidanbla 
air aupport; and attack agabat abippbg in tha harbor haa 
bean unauroaeaful. On tha eentnd front tha Oermana admit 
a Ruasan penetration weat of ToropeU (nortbwst of Rahav), 
while aaat of Leningrad the Ruaaiaoa have made another 
effort to break out aeroaa tha Nava, In tba far north, tha 
Garmana have again bombed the Murmanak Railroad.

12,000, plus many light armored vehicia and about 00 tanks, 
and is itoadily iocreadhg.

Bisorte area, he already has small foroae at Kareerins, Strfitla, 
Kairouan, and Oraiba, and perhaps somewhat larger ones at 
Souses, Sfax, and Osbte.

From 
Tripoli another oolumn has apparently also reached OaUs. 

The purpose of this dispereid of Axis forcce is not entiroly 
clear. The occupation of poiote to the south probably ain» 
to maintsb comuuoication with Tripoli, destroy iostalla- 
tioDS, and prevent immediate Allied use of there rail eeattfs— 
rather than to take up any major defeoslvo positions. But 
the mining of the approaclies to Tubib and Biicrte and of 
vuloorable polota around thceo'two ports would suggret s 
determined Axis effort to 'hold th e ir bridgehead. 
Anerieaa observers queetion the probsbility of a successful 
"pUBkirk” from Tripoll-Ui view of the comparatively 
minor Importance of rems^ng Axis forces in Libya, and tbs 
difficulty of evacuation along a saa route threatened by 
Britisb aircraft based on Malta. It may be aignifioaot that 
the only reinforeementa that bare reached El Amelia have 
bea troopa already in Libya. The Tunis>Blierte bridge¬ 
head, is, however, far earier to supply or evaeuato. Even If 
only to g^ time for the ramforeemeo t of Sicily and southern 
Italy, a vigorous defoBse of uortbera Tunisia would appear 
to be a major A:d8 intaitloB.

Unoccupied Toulon is apparently the dividing line between 
the new Qerman and Italian sones of oceupatbe. In former 
Vkhy France the Nana have now stationed a total of six to 
ten divisiou, two or three of them Passer divirions. The 
armored units, at least, were previously in Occupied France, 
and could presumably be ra^daced there only by Panser 
divisions from Rusoa; there have as yet been no r^rts of 
the arrival of such units from tbs Daeten Front.

will be brought under prolonged, icleotifie, and shattering 
air attack." The Prime Minister's statement i4)peared to 
foreshadow a cooeerted effort to knock Italy out of the war. 
Responsible obeerven warn, however, that pitto predictions 
of ao Italian eolUpee in dx months are extremely optimistic, 
and that loyalty to Mussolini (whom many Italians te^rd 
as Italy^a chief bulwark against the Nasle) Is still strong, 

While the Duce hee reiterated his aoniranoe of an Ass 
victory, hie reply to Churchill waa eomewhat lame. "Italy," 
be dedared, "is now clearing her oitiea of womo and chUdron 
. . . A nightly exodus must also be arranged frmn 
oltiee eo only fighting pereoond reoaatos. ... We ha^ 
spent hundreds of mll^ns of lire on sbelten that can rcASt 
the biggeet bombe." 

Bvidee pending additional troope into the Balkans, the 
Naiis have apparently continued ^ retoforconent of Italy. 
Unoonfirmed reports tell of tbe arrival of a new Panser 
divviDo in Milan, and of 0«man ooGoentrattone to Calabria 
and SioUy (where two Nasi divirioos may have arrived from 
Gneee). Similarly, the Xteliaas may be eeadtog the greater

In the current atUek (whleh has already out the 
Voroneih'Roetov Railroad at Konternim^ka, and hae reached 
this elratecic line on a broad front from MiUorovo to Svo- 
boda), the eventual goal ie apparently Rostov Itself, the 
base and communications center of the SOO-mUe ealieot 
reaohing toward the Caucasus. Military obeervers have 
long argued that such an offoneive, launched southwerd from 
the Soviet defensive area around Vorooeeh, would be the 
bold and iogioal way to eaooel the German gains of 1942. 
In an area where the terrain offers few natural obetada to a 
mobils sdvanos, the Ruseiana have recaptured dosens of 
lowne and vUlagee alnftst as fast as they fell to the .Vans 
last July. 

Vet 1^ striking at the heart of the German position in the 
sOTth, the Red Army ie attempting an operation far more 
difflcult than the relief of Stalingrad. Between the Don and 
the Volga, the Germans held only two angle-treok railroad 
linea, whiob ths Humane were able to cut with rapidly-moving 
advance eolumni. South of MUIerovo, bowvw, the Nasb 
have available the dense railway net of the Doneta Ba«n, and 
• large number of industrial towns that offsr shelter and 
conmunicatioo far more adequate than thoee of the steppes 
farther east. As the Axis forces fall ba ck on their supply 
c«tere and shorten tbdr Ibee, their resistance will probably 
stiffen in bveree ratio to thair distance from Rostov. 

The Goman counterattack against the soutbera arm of the 
StaUograd pinrere already repreaente a major effort to strike 
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baek at the weakvt pobt of the Soviet triple offensive. 
From a supply base at Kotelnihovoi this drive has advanced 
along the St^ingrad-Tikhoretsk railroad as far as the Aksai 
River, about &6 ndUe from Stalingrad. At the same time the 
new Soviet offensive has apparently diverted Naal rebfore^ 
reeDta previously destined for the nortbere loop of the Don 
bend, where enemy eounterettacke have ootaUy slackened. 
In sum, the new drive against MlUerovo has ooasiderably 
Isssaaed the chancre of escape for the German divisions within 
the Staiiagrad pinoers. 

A Ruifion CouMsus Offonoivof 

In the Caucaiue, the current Russian efforts to recapture 
the Malgobek oil fielda west of Oroinyl may represent the 
bogionbg of large-scale operations. Some military obeervere 
antleipeto that by early next month Soviet progress along the 
Don may be de^ve enough to warrant the opening of an- 
otb« m^or offeoiive from the south. In this eector, Janu¬ 
ary weather, although ordinarily the ooldret of the year, 
should not prove unfavorable to Boviet wbtar operations. 
Mean tonpmtures of several degrees below freealog, oooa- 
eionally falling below lero, keep the ground hard and suit¬ 
able for troop movements, while biUurds sweeping down 
from the nor^en steppes insure a few bchre of snow cover 
the greater part of the rime, Ooeasioaal thaws mi^t, how¬ 
ever, tempcnrily hinds operations. 

On the central front, after a brief let-up last week, the Red 
Amy has reeumed Ite advance around VeUkle Lukl, while 
the enemy has oountorattacked to defend the airport there, 
tlie Ruseiana have likewise registered slight gains around 
iUhe V. On the An tic front, a Oennan attack b tbe Kanda- 
bWha sector, where the invaden are only 30 miles from the 
Murmansk Railway, has suggested that tbe enemy may ri? 
to cut our lend-lesse route. But in view of reoant German

There ia ooDeiderable apeoulatfoB about tbe anemy’a 
etrategy in North Africa. Britlah obaervere appareatly feel 
(hat fUxnmal'e primary eonoem ia to move hie amy with 
minimum loeeee into Tunieia. Thia would eliminate the 
problem of a double aupply line, and give the Axm a eom- 
blfied foroe of probably more than 70,000 men fighting under 
a riogle air umbrella, in a region oloee to air and aupply basee 
in Bloily and Italy. 

Other obeervere queetion whether tbe Axia oan afford tbe 
immediate aurrender of Tripoli and ita airfielda, which would 
enable the Allies to oloee tire pinoare on Tunisia. With this 
aa a forward baae, the British could avoid tbe tedloue over* 
lend movement of euppliee from Beoghaii and Tobruk, and 
bring them by eea from ^ypt. Admiral Oinnlngharo baa 
foreahadowed this development In hia ftatement that the 
Allies now have full freedom of moveracat at both ends of 
the Mediterranean, and that Malta ia being eupplied without 
loo. Although there appeare to be no p^rioQ before

PreDoh Army oAoen who had planned to take part la 
General Bdtbouard^e pro-AUy ooup, which bad failed at the 
last moment through the quick action of Kogute, ware to 
diMppobted when they heard of their Ireder'e erreit that 
Bome of them apparently planned to enroll a native militia 
for the releaae of Bdthou^. Naval oIRoen were niUen and 
uncooperative. 

E*«pt among a small pro-Viohy element and offioere of 
the Navy, general disappointment greeted the announce¬ 
ment of the Amohoan aegotiations with Admiral Darlan.

The Navy, however, 
remabed sullen, and the dvU popubtios kept comparatively 
calm only b the hope that Praldont Rooeevelt'e aanoune^ 
ment heralded the removal of Nogute and his clique. While 
the btter directed hie followers to look on the Amarioaos aim- 
ply as invadere, French anti-aircraft batteries received 
Instructions to shoot down no Axis eiroraft. The current 
mobilisation resulted b the rel^»tion of pre-Ally symps-

The elaotion of Premier Braokeo of Manitoba aa leader of 
the Progreenve Coueivative Party hea, on the whole, been 
well received throughout the Dominion. Ubeeal and Con* 
eervative papers alike have acolairoed the new leader’s 
honeety of purpoee and political ekiU. Only the C. C. P. 
(Cooperative Ccounonwe^U) Federation) and ita leader* M. 
J. Coldwell, have expreeeed eertoui double about the ability 
of Bracken to foroe hie own progreerive principles on tbe 
reactionary groupe among tbe ^oMirailvea. 

Meanwhile a recent Oalhip poll ehows a strong swing to tbe 
C. C. F. Throu^out the Dominion the poll eetisiatee that 
tbe Lfbemle would obtain 30 percent of tbe electorate today 
againet 63 percent at the 1940 election* tbe Conaervativee 24 
pereent today against 31 percent two yean ago* while tbe 
C. C. P.» which polled only 3 percent in 1940* would today 
obtain 23 pereent of the electorate. The Gallup experte 
eetimate that while the greatest C. C. F. stmgtb—40 pereent 
of the eUetoTOte—would be m British Columbia* the party 
could probably pc41 38 percent In tbe prairio provlness, 27 
peroeat in Ontario, 14 percent in the Maritime Provlnoee, 
and 7 percent in Quebec.

Within the area occupied by Japan an industrial materials 
adequate, with the principal exception of cotton and copper, 
for a self*sufflcioot military power of great strength. The 
factors which mainly limit the rate of exploitation of this 
empire are shortages of skilled labor, various types of equifv 
ment, and ahipping. Tbe principal vulnerability of the area 
Use in its long lines of sea communications. Information on 
tbe speed and efficiency with which Japan k developing the 
potsntialitice of its nowly acquired ampin is almost wholly 
lackmg. It is probable, however, that Japan has increased 
her peacetime rate of ind ustrial advasn; and that tbe present 
scale of United Nations activity in tbe Fadflc will not prs- 
vset tbe Japaness from consolidating their gains and adding 
to their power to wage susteined war.
